Between cutting 
grain, stacking, threshing and hay- 
making and the disadvantageous con- 
Gitious of the weather, the farmer has 
had a pretty tough time of it. But 
as yet no one is despairing. Consider- 
able stacking has been done, while 
miany cther farmers are preparing for 
stook tireshing. 

Messrs. Allan have purchased. a new 
traction engine, and have now a com- 
plete and efficient threshing outfit. 
Last week Messrs. Ailan threshed a 
setting of barley on their farm for 
their immediate use. They will be- 
gin their season’s run next week, by 
first threshing out Walker's Flat, 
ater which they will make a general 
run through Belmont. There will be 
ag cxeeptionally large yield in both 
those pleces. 

The day of the ponderous portable 
threshing engine, which was formerly 
hauled {rem farm to farm by several 
teams of borses, 1s a thing of the 
past in this enterprising, up-to-date, 
grain growing land. For many years 
farmers were obliged to go after the 
thresiing machme with their team, 
and often one or two hired teams to 
haul engine and separator to their 
ready waiting stacks of grain, after 
which the farmer was obliged to buck 
straw with a fork from behind the 
carriers to prevent the machine from 

CO" in Piocked ap. But owing to 
Ynodern improvements and the advent 
of he traction engime and straw- 
blower, the farmer has now nothing to 
do. except to take his grain from the 
machine and store it in his granary. 

Last week’s snowstorm was not by 
any means a surprise to tne country. 
For over a month past the weather 
had been cold with a decided wintry 
aspect, which brought forth at last 
ihe snowstorm of the 2nd inst. The 
superabundance of wild geese in their 
migratory southward flight on Octo- 
ber ist, accurately toretold what the 
fcHewing twenty-four nours brought 
forth.
